Mr. Wagner's job is to keep 
track of the world's changing 
weather patterns. He says the 
weather of 1995 is somewhat 
similar to the weather of the 
1930's. "If you think this year 
has seen some extraordinary 
weather you should examine 
the climate of 1935 and 1936," 
said Mr. Wagner. «Хо period in 
our history can match those 
two years." 

It began in,April of 1935 


-with what has been called the 


"black blizzard." It was a colos- 
sal dust storm that formed in 
eastern Colorado and practical- 
ly swallowed up Kansas and 
Oklahoma. 

The dust was so thick resi- 
dents could not see the hand in 
front of their face. It made the 
Great Depression even more 
depressing. 

The hurricane season pro- 
duced another monster storm. 
On Sept: 2, 1935, a hurricane 
more powerful than Andrew 
hit.the Florida Keys. It had 
winds of 200 mph and the 
lowest barometric pressure 
ever recorded. 

The winter of 1935-36 was 
just as bad - long and cold. In 
Fargo, North Dakota, the tem- 
perature dropped below zero 
for 37 consecutive days. In 
Great Falls, Montana, the tem- 
perature plummeted to 49 
degrees below zero on Febru- 
ary 15, 1936 - a record that 
exists even today. 

The spring of 1936 was very 


1995's weather is not that weird 


wet and very stormy. Floods 
claimed 107 lives in Ohio arid; 
Virginia. Over 400 people died 
in Mississippi and Georgia 
from a series of tornadoes in 
early April. 1 

The incredibly bad weather 
continued through summer. It 
is to this day the hottest sum- 
mer ^on record. Fifteen 
statewide high temperature 
records set during that sum- 
mer still remain today. Resi- 
dents of Grand Island, Nebras- 
ka saw the mercury soar to an 
incredible 117 in July of 1936. 
The temperature reached 115 
in Tulsa, 114 in Topeka, and 
113 in Kansas City during that 
summer of searing heat. 

Our recent spell of unusual 
weather pales in comparison to 
that amazing two year period 
in the 1930's. "The weather 
back in the 30's puts 1995 in 
better perspective," said Mr. Wag- 
ner. "When the. weather seems 
unusual a check of the records 
reveals that it has actually 
been worse in the past." 

Why was it so bad back in 
the 30's? "You just have these 
seasons when the. global 
weather patterns come togeth- 
er to give you a very active 
year," he said. What caused 
those patterns to come togeth- 
er is still a mystery. 

Mr. Wagner says it's still too 
early to tell if those patterns 
have returned. If they have 
come back, then the weather 
we regard as unusual might 
actually become the norm. ">

The information highway, 
is not always a safe place

Businesses risk losing their shirts through 
Internet fraud if they are using the Information 
Highway without taking security measures, say 
two University of Florida computer engineers. 

While government and military agencies 
always are looking to improve security, private 
businesses have not begun to protect themselves 
on a large scale, said Professor Yuan-Chief 
Chow.of the College of Engineering's Depart- 
ment of Computer & Information Science and 
Engineering. . 

"It's natural for the Army and the government 
to be concerned with computer security when 
you think about the strategic information they 
hold,” Ог. Chow said. "But commercial firms 
have not paid gttention to security policies, and 
when they get hit they tend not to talk about it." 


see other folks, and there are millions of them 
added to the Internet yearly, who now use E- 
mail. The problem is this, opens it up to tremen- 
dous security vulnerability." 

Some high-tech crooks make a careers ‘out of 
computer fraud, he said. "There are people out. 
there who sit around all day trying to figure out, 
how to break into business accounts," he said. 
"Some do it for mischief, others to make money, 
like the ones who steal credit card numbers to 
sell." 

In addition to gaining access to bank accounts, 
medical records and corporate secrets, computer 
bandits can change files, edit E-mail messages 
and World Wide Web files or block user access to 
credit cards, Dr. Newman-Wolfe said. 

"You can't solve the problem by leaving the 
network because we need the network to get our 
jobs done these days," he said. "You lose the 
.competitive edge if you're not connected to the 
network and you might lose your shirt if you 
don't do it. with security." 

Ву creating protocols that will address the ^ 
three major security concerns: user identifica- 
tion, user access to accounts and control of how 
users interact with information, Drs. Chow and @ 
Newman-Wolfe said, businesses will be better 
_protected from information superhighway rób- 
bery. 

The professors say security systems can 
include several "gates" that must be passed 
through before access to information is granted. 
These gates may begin with identjfication num- 
bers for specific users that are cross-referenced 
with.files accessible only to those users. 

"Each person has their озуп day, so to speak," e 
Dr. Newman-Wolfe explained. 

"That key could be a code number, much like. 
the pin number on an ATM account." 

Once a security system is in place, if someone 
from "outside" does breach it, another aspect of 
the doctor's design can identify the intruder and 
block future intrusions by fixing the weak areas . 
that allowed penetration. 

"This is kind of like the black box on HESS 
where you can go back and identify the security 
breach and then better your security systems," 
Dr. Chow explained. "If youshave this deterrent, 
you know that if somebody breaks into your sys- 
tem, they will be caught.” 


also a CISE department member, is working 
with Dr. Chow to develop methods of keeping 
compüter networks safe from tampering. 

The two. are developing protocols, a part of a 
computer program that will deal with security 
problems, by implementing complicated algo- 
“rithms. 

"A protocol is something you can execute and 
use for screening interactively,” Dr. Newman- 
Wolfe said, adding that protocols can be tailored 
to meet specific company. needs as more and 
more industries join the electronic highway. 

x The professors say the information highway is 
not always a'safe place to conduct business. * 
Banks, industry, hospitals and other firms are 
now using the network to exchange information 
because Internet communication is fast and effi- 
cient. But, Dr. Chow and Dr. Newman-Wolfe 
said, it is not private. 

Sensitive information such as credit card 
numbers, confidential medical records and bank 
accounts can be primary targets for thieves 
looking to make a quick dollar through security 
breaches. 

These thieves can break into corporate com- 
‘puter accounts and gain access to anything from 
money to personal information, Dr. Newman- 
Wolfe said. 

"The Internet was originally designed by and 
for a rather elite group,” he said. "But now we
